We are rapidly—very rapidly--mov- 
ing towards union with Canada, Our 
period of dissent and opposition has 
been passed. We now present a re- 


markable example of political unanimity. |‘ 


the Aati-Confederates, who a short time 
“ago were eituer Isolationts or Annexa- 
tionists, have now become grandly elo- 
quent over the glorious advantages of 
Confederation, and many of them, if they 
can only feather the nests of themselves 
and their friends, will be found to be the 
most loyal Canadians between the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific. - Some of this class even 
boldly assert that they were always in 
favor of Union, Of course we admire 
their re f° 9 and never doubt their 
veraci' Even when we find an ex- 
tngoabe maiolander like the Hon. Mr. 
boasting that be was the lest 
to. hold ont. against Confederation, ex- 
cedt Dr. Helmcken we are delighted to 
witness the conversion of the last, and 
the last but one, to the Confederation 
cause, Men change their opinions ; 
form and re-form ; and it is forta- 
nate for society that it is s0—particular- 
Jy in our Own case ; for to-day the peo. 
ple are ab onit on one of the greatest 
questions that ‘has ever been agitated on 
‘the American Continent. Whst the 
United States and Mexico only achieved 
on this Continent by revolution sod 
blood, we are about to accomplish peace 
fally—that is to become an united peo- 
ple from sea to sea, But amid all this 
anity let as not forget that there are 
questions unsettled, in-cennection with 
Confederation, that may be prodactive of 
mach dis-union. One of the questions 
is the Dominion Franchise—the qualifi- 
cation of electors throughoat the Domin- 
jon. Up to the present time the elector- 
al franchise|in the Dominion bas been as 
diverse as| the electoral laws of the Prov- 
inces forming the Confedaration. . Nova 
Scotia has one franchise, New Brunswick 
another, and Ontario differs from botb, 
as well as ftom Quebec, The elections 
for the Canadian House of Commcns 
have been held under the local laws of 
the Provinces, the Dominion uot having 
enacted any usiform law on the subject, 
Last sessipn| a bill was introduced into 
the Commons, by Sir J. A, McDonald, 
to provide ¢n uniform franchise for the 
Dominion; but it failed to carry the 
House, at body was divided into 
several parties. One party held that 
the Dominion should provide a oniform 
‘franchise ; the other that the Provinces 
should fix the franchise in the same way 
as in the States of the United States. 
Again, the juniformity party were in 
getierat in favor of a high property quali- 
fication ; Whilst the diversity party left 
the provincial legislatures to do as they 
pleased in| the matter, and were in favor 
ofa more liberal franchise. Happily, the 
bill was not carried. In our Opinion, it 
‘was an abominably illiberal thing. 4 
one was to be allowed to vote except o: 
real estate wholly unincumbered, or on ; 
five-year lease, after being a year in oc— 
cupation. Simoltaneous eléctions and 
the ballot were igoored. If’ Newfound- 
land had entered the Union, two-thirds 
of her fishermen would have politically 
disfranchised themselves so far as the 
' Dominion Parliament was concerned, ia 
case the bill Lad become law. Possibly, 
four-fifths of British Columbians woald 
have been! in a like predicament, if she 
had been a aientber of the Confederation 
under suolia law. Imegine such a law 
in operation here, and what would be the 
consequences? Every man who had his 
property mortmeged, no matter how 
small the amount, would be disfran- 
chised. Every man who had not a five- 
year lease of land which had been in 
occupation, for a year would not have a 
vote, All the rest of the people who 
did not own property free from ogee 
brance, of who had not a five- 
lease, would be political nobodies. Mey 
would have no voice in the election of a 
member of the House of Commons,—no 
say in Dominional affairs. Under such 
a law, a ‘voting popolation of British 
Columbia ‘would be reduced to a cor- 
poral’s guard, Now, this is far too ima 
portant a matter to British Columbians 
to be allowed to -pass in silence, We 
are Dow aoe to engage in an election ; 
and now is the proper time for the 
people to sledge their candidates, to 
make provision in the terms of Union for 
a more liberal franchise in this country
